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l-iegultir  Courses. 

Three  regular  courses  of  stud_v  are  provided,  the  Classical  Prepara- 
tory, Scientific  Prejiaratory  and  the  linglish  Course. 

The  purpose  of  the  first  is  to  prepare  students  thoroughly  for 
entrance  to  the  liest  colleges. 

The  course  comprises  four  years.  Students,  however,  who  are 
prepared  to  ])ass  out  of  the  Arithmetic,  U.  .S.  History  and  English 
Hrammar,  may  comjilete  the  work  in  three  j-ears.  The  first  j'ear  in 
Elementar}-  Latin  and  Language  .Study  is  very  important  in  furnish- 
ing excellent  prejiaration  for  the  further  l.atin  work  of  the  course. 

The  Scientific  course  furnishes  : 

1.  Adequate  instruction  and  thorough  drill  to  students  intending 
to  enter  the  Latin  .Scientific  course  in  college. 

2.  A first-class  Academic  course  to  those  who  do  not  expect  to 
continue  their  work  in  .Special  .Study. 

3.  To  those  who  wish  to  enter  directU’  from  the  Academy  a Pro- 
fessional School  of  Law,  Medicine  or  Engineering. 

By  substituting  Creek  for  the  Latin  of  the  Junior  and  .Senior  years, 
a student  may  take  a Creek  .Scientific  course. 

The  English  course  offers  a substantial  course  of  study  based  on  the 
English  language.  Mathematics,  Natural  .Sciences  and  including  His- 
tory, Literature  and  one  and  a half  year’s  work  in  Latin  and  Cerman 
and  French. 
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Speclcil  Studies. 

The  several  branches  are  arranged  to  follow  each  other  in  a Natural 
order  and  all  are  essential.  Most  satisfactory  results  will  be  gained 
by  entering  one  of  the  regular  courses  though  there  is  no  expectation 
of  finishing  it  and  students  will  be  strongh"  urged  to  do  so.  Yet 
students  will  be  allowed  to  elect  such  studies  as  the}-  are  fitted  for 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  principal  provided  always  that  such 
studies  do  not  conflict  with  the  recitation  schedule  which  is  made  on 
the  basis  of  ike  regular  courses. 

If  any  college  requires  for  entrance  a study  not  included  on  the  pro- 
gram a student  may  by  making  arrangements  in  time  receive  special 
instruction  in  that  branch. 

Graduates  bearing  the  proper  certificate  from  the  Principal  are 
admitted  without  examination  to  such  colleges  as  Brown,  Buckuell, 
Cornell,  Colgate,  Dickinson,  Rochester,  \'assar  and  Wellesle}-. 

Craduates'  Diplomas  are  granted  onl}-  to  those  who  satisfactorily 
complete  one  of  the  three  regular  courses,  or  the  above  named  equiva- 
lents for  the  same.  All  graduates  will  receive  the  same  form  of 
diploma,  stating  the  course  pursued  by  each,  and  conferring  upon  all 
alike  the  honor  of  graduation. 

If  for  any  reason  a pupil  be  allowed  to  pass  a subject  during  the 
course  by  examination,  without  the  class-room  work,  the  grade  re- 
quired should  not  be  less  than  85  per  cent.  In  such  cases,  which 
are  very  exceptional,  a series  of  examinations  will  generally  be  given.

In  addition  to  these  courses  the  Business  Department  provides  a 
solid  year’s  work  in  Book-keeping,  Commercial  Daw  and  Business 
Forms,  which  may  be  taken  either  by  special  students  who  come 
particularly  for  these  branches,  or  by  those  in  the  Regular  Course 
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who  wish  to  pursue  tliem,  iu  which  case  these  subjects  will  be  ac- 
cepted as  ecpiivalents  for  a corresponding  amount  of  work  in  other 
studies.  This  Department  fulfills  a two-fold  purpose  : viz.,  first  it 
gives  an  extended  list  of  jmrely  Business  studies  for  special  students, 
and  second,  it  enables  those  who  desire  to  graduate  in  the  Scientific 
or  hinglish  Course  to  still  have  the  benefit  of  the  Business  training. 

Special  students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  studies  of  the 
Business  Department,  or  any  others  who  may  pursue  only  a part  of 
either  course,  will  be  entitled  to  a Certificate  of  Attainment.

Pupils  of  primary  grade  are  not  received  into  Peddie  Institute,  but 
an  Introductorj-  Course  of  one  year  is  provided  for  those  above  the 
])rimar\'  grade  who,  for  any  reason,  are  still  unable  to  enter  the  First 
Year  studies. 

Pupils  under  twelve  j-ears  of  age  will  not  be  admitted  except  in  rare 
cases  when  they  are  unusually  mature  and  advanced  both  ph3'sicall3' 
and  mentall  v.  Pupils  desiring  to  enter  the  introductory  work  should 
be  able  to  read  and  write  numbers  readih’,  to  solve  simple  problems 
in  the  fundamental  rules,  to  work  in  simple  fractions,  to  write  a legi- 
ble hand,  read  in  the  Fourth  Reader,  and  use  a dictionary  intelli- 
gently. 

Xo  one  will  be  cla.ssed  as  a First  Year  student  until  having  satisfac- 
torily' passed  Arithmetic  as  far  as  Interest,  Geography'  entire.  Gram- 
mar as  far  as  Syntax,  Reading,  Spelling  and  Writing  so  far  as  to  be 
fairly  proficient  in  them. 

To  ensure  thoroughness  in  these  branches  the  students  are  carefully' 
graded  in  classes  and  are  under  the  instruction  of  experienced  and 
thorough  teachers  who  conduct  this  department  on  a separate  recita- 
tion schedule  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils. 
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Study  Hall. 


There  is  a new  room  fitted  np  for  this  department  with  study  desks 
and  necessary  equipments.  Piach  student  of  this  department  will  be 
assigned  a desk  in  this  room  where  he  will  study  and  prepare  the 
lessons  under  the  supervision  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  teacher 
in  charge.  .-Vs  habits  of  study  are  formed  and  careful  and  continuous 
work  is  done  in  the  stud}-  room  and  class  room,  the  students  will  be 
allowed  to  work  in  their  own  private  rooms.  If  however  the  lessons 
evidence  neglect  of  work  they  will  be  returned  to  the  study  room 
under  the  care  of  the  teacher.  Older  students  who  neglect  their  work 
ma}’  at  any  time  be  required  to  study  in  this  room  instead  of  their 
own  rooms. 


Day  Pupils 


will  also  be  assigned  desks  in  this  room  and  will  have  the  advantage 
of  personal  supeiA'ision  of  the  instructor  in  charge  and  will  be  fur- 
nished a convenient  and  comfortable  place  for  study. 

Too  much  emphasis  can  hardly  be  placed  on  thoroughness  in  the 
beginnings  of  an  education.  Students  who  desire  a course  in  Peddie 
Institute  will  do  wisely  to  enter  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  that 
the}'  may  be  well  prepared  for  the  strict  requirements  of  the  regular 
courses.

Those  who  wish  to  make  music  a specialit}-  can  do  so,  and  in  some 
cases  ma\’  be  able  to  complete  the  course  in  less  than  four  3’ears,  But 
all  graduates  must  also  have  completed  studies  equivalent  to  the  work 
of  the  vSecond  Year  General  Course,  either  in  the  regular  classes  or  b3’ 
satisfactor3-  examinations. 

Regular  lessons  in  music  throughout  the  3'ear  will  be  accepted  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Facult3’  as  an  equivalent  for  a half  year's  work 
in  certain  studies  of  the  .Scientific  and  English  Course. 

'I'wo  public  musical  Recitals  are  given  during  the  3'ear  by  the  ad- 
vanced pupils.  Private  recitals  are  also  given  monthl3',  at  which  op- 
portnnit3'  is  afforded  all  pupils  for  gaining  experience  and  ease  in 
likiN-ing  before  others. 

The  department  is  provided  with  ten  pianos  besides  a Pedal  Organ 
and  a Chickering  Concert  Grand.

The  most  ])romineiit  elements  in  a good  preparation  for  the  classical 
course  in  college  are  Greek,  Latin  and  INIathematics  : 

GkI';e;k, — The  classes  are  carefully  trained  in  Grammatical  forms, 
and  are  required  from  the  beginning  to  put  their  knowledge  into 
])ractical  use  by  translating.  l\Ian_v  helps  are  afforded  the  student 
by  insisting  on  the  comparative  stnd_\’  of  forms.  In  the  study  of 
Xenophon,  the  laws  of  arrangement  and  practical  methods  of  analj'sis 
at  sight  are  made  prominent,  and  constant  attention  is  given  to  the 
uses  of  moods  and  the  parallelisms  between  Latin  and  Greek,  both  as 
regards  vocabulary  and  usage.  The  aim  is  to  prepare  the  wa\'  for  an 
appreciative  and  ])leasnrable  stud}-  of  this  noble  classic  tongue. 

Latin. — The  course  of  three  \’ears  covers  all  the  text  usually  requir- 
ed for  entrance  to  college.  Recent  changes  in  this  course  have  great- 
ly increased  its  efficienc}’  and  completeness.  The  entire  department 
is  in  charge  of  one  teacher,  e.xjDerienced  in  classical  instruction,  and 
acquainted  with  the  best  methods.  Much  is  accomplished  besides  an 
adequate  masteiu’  of  the  facts  of  grammar  and  lexicon.  Special  stmh' 
is  gi\-en  to  prominent  characters,  the  language  is  made  to  illustrate 
the  life  and  manners  of  the  people,  deri\’ations  are  traced,  and  the 
constant  dependence  of  our  language  on  the  Latin  is  kept  before  the 
learner’s  mind. 

.M.vthe.m.vtius. — There  ma_\'  be  purposes  for  which  it  is  allowable 
to  stnd\-  Mathematics  with  reference  simply  to  methods,  teaching 
the  “How"  but  not  the  “Why".  Such  teaching  has  no  place  in  pre- 
jiaring  students  either  for  the  rigorous  work  of  college,  or  for  the 
practical  tests  of  ever}'-day  life.  He  has  the  key  to  success  who  has 
learned  how  to  think  for  himself.  The  ^’onngest  pupils  are  taught 
to  thitik  as  well  as  to  "cipher,”  to  reason  as  well  as  to  memorize. 


THE  LONGSTREET  LIBRARY  AND  SCIENCE  BUILDING 
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Pupils  in  advanced  classes  are  expected  to  know  processes,  to  know 
them  well,  and  use  them  rapidl\-  ; but  it  is  made  equalh'  necessar_\- 
that  the}’  should  know  the  reasons  for  every  step.  It  is  well  to  know 
a rule  ; but  it  is  better  to  be  able  to  construct  a rule  based  on  principles 
which  are  thoroughh'  understood.  Such  training,  begun  in  Arith- 
metic, pursued  more  rigorousl\’  in  Algebra,  and  involving  the  solu- 
tion of  much  original  work  in  Geometry,  prepares  a student  to  make 
sure  and  easy  progress  in  the  Mathematics  of  a college  course.  And 
it  is  believed  that  precisely  this  sort  ot  training  is  best  calculated  to 
be  of  permanent  use  to  all  that  study  lilathematics,  whether  the}’  in- 
tend to  enter  college  or  not.  In  all  these  branches  supplementar}’ 
work  is  put  in  the  hands  of  students  whenever  it  is  needed,  by  the 
aid  of  the  Mimeograph.

Experience  has  shown  that,  for  practical  results  in  the  study  of 
German  and  French,  an  American  teacher  who  has  had  extended  ad- 
vantages of  study  and  life  abroad,  is  best  qualified  to  teach  American 
students.  Such  a teacher  is  in  charge  of  this  department,  and  has 
already  awakened  a live!}’  interest  in  the  stud}’  of  these  languages. 
Pupils  learn  not  onh’  to  read  and  write  correct  German  and  PAench 
but  also,  in  many  instances,  to  converse  in  them  with  ease  and 
accuracy. 

The  German  and  French  Circles,  which  meet  weekl}’  for  practice  in 
conversation,  give  abundant  training  in  the  ‘'natural"  method  of 
■Studying  the  Modern  Languages  : while  thorough  class-room  drill  in 
the  grammar  and  forms,  together  with  the  translation  of  such  litera- 
ture as  is  required  for  entrance  to  those  colleges  which  accept  German 
or  French  in  place  of  Latin  or  Greek,  cannot  fail  to  give  the  student  a 
good  foundation  knowledge  of  these  languages. 
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Tlju  Drpnrlniuiit  nl  Sriuiirt’. 

whicli  has  always  been  a nuist  important  feature  of  the  school,  has 
now  received  a new  impetus.  It  occupies  the  entire  second  story  of 
the  new  Longstreet  Huilding,  where  ample  room  is  provided  for  the 
development  of  all  lines  of  work  in  this  department.  There  is  a large 
and  well  lighted  recitation  room  with  desk  and  pneumatic  trough  for 
physical  laboratory  work,  and  arrangements  for  the  porte-lumiere  so 
that  sunlight  maj’  lie  utilized  at  any  hour  of  the  day,  in  connection  with 
the  solar  microscope,  for  pur])oses  of  demonstration.  There  are  also 
chemical  and  ph\'sical  store-rooms  ; a working  chemical  laborator}’ 
with  private  desks  for  twenty-four  pupils  ; the  museum  with  speci- 
mens and  collections  valued  at  several  thousand  dollars  ; and  the 
observatory,  with  telescope  of  four  inches  clear  aperture  and  five  feet 
focal  length,  secured  to  ns  through  the  suggestion  and  generous 
assistance  of  Dr.  Frank  Rogers  IMorse,  of  New  York.  Last  year  an 
expensive  ecjuatorial  mounting,  with  right-ascension  and  declination 
circles,  was  provided  for  the  telescope  by  Mr.  IT.  F.  Deats,  Class 
■91.  A driving  clock  was  attached  by  Principal  Slaught,  so  that  the 
equipment  of  the  observatory  is  complete  for  accurate  and  fine  work. 

( )ther  important  pieces  of  apparatus  are  : a complete  surveyor’s 
outfit : the  essential  pieces  of  a U.  S.  Signal  Service  station  ; a Bock- 
Steger  model  of  the  human  eye,  a compound  microscope  form  Crouch, 
of  London  : a skillfully  dissected  human  skull  ; a Toepler-Holts  elec- 
trical machine,  presented  b\'  the  Physics  class  of  1884  ; a IMyerstein 
Spectroscope,  Spectrometer  and  Goniometer  combined,  presented  by 
the  Physiology  class  of  1S85  ; a star  spectroscope,  valued  at  $45.00, 
jiresented  by  the  Astronomy  class  of  1S86  ; Kipp’s  Apparatus  for  con- 
stant and  instantaneous  generation  of  gases,  presented  by  the  Chem- 
istry class  of  1S90  : a Gage's  Porte-lumiere  complete  with  brass 
mountings,  presented  by  the  Physiology  class  of  1890  ; a set  of 
Oneen's  Analytic  Scales,  valued  at  $65.00 ; and  numbers  of  small  or 
inexjiensive  pieces  that  supplement  the  larger  and  make  all  more 
valuable.

The  treasures  and  the  beauty  of  our  language  have  been  too  lightly 
esteemed  in  all  our  schools  and  colleges.  There  is  point  in  the  sneer 
at  those  learned  people  who  can  speak  and  write  almost  an3'  language 
with  elegance,  except  their  . 

English  Crammar  and  Rhetoric  are  studied  with  a view  to  their 
practical  use  in  composition.  In  accordance  with  modern  methods, 
English  classics  are  used  for  advanced  reading  classes,  instead  of 
the  time-worn  “Reader.”  Special  training  in  preparing  essay's  and 
dissertations  is  afforded  b}'  graded  work  in  composition  extending 
throughout  the  course. 

The  curriculum  provides  for  an  extended  course  of  reading  and 
critical  stud\'  in  Standard  English  literature,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Faculty  ; and  such  special  work,  ifthoroughh'  done,  will  be  accep- 
ted instead  of  the  French  or  the  German  prescribed  in  the  Scientific 
and  English  Courses.  If  a student  can  gain  a love  for  the  best 
literature  during  academic  stud\-.  this  alone  will  result  in  something 
verv  like  a liberal  education.  The  excellent  and  growing  librarv  of 
the  Institute  will  enable  us  to  carr\-  out  these  ideas  efficientlv. 

Moreover,  to  encourage  students  all  through  the  course  to  do  some 
s^'stematic  reading,  so  that  at  least  one  author  and  one  or  more  of  his 
works  ma\'  be  studied  each  term,  we  require  the  following

(One  teacher  gives  her  time  to  this  department  and  related  branches. 
Classes  are  formed  for  studying  the  theory-  of  Elocution  ; practice  fol- 
lows in  classes  for  advanced  reading  and  weekly  exercises  in  decla- 
mation. 

Private  drill  is  given  before  the  student  appears  in  public  exercises. 
Many  defects  in  the. pitch  and  quality  of  voices  can  be  removed  by 
training.  Successful  work  in  this  department  enables  us  to  assure 
the  patrons  of  Peddie  Institute  that  continued  advancement  is  being 
made. 

Orations  are  required  from  the  gentlemen,  and  Essa5-s  from  the 
ladies,  of  the  .Senior  class  in  chapel  twice  during  the  year.  The  first 
productions  are  to  be  submitted  to  criticism  before  November  15th, 
1892,  aud  delivered  before  the  Christmas  Holidays  ; the  second,  sub- 
mitted before  February'  21st,  1892,  aud  delivered  before  the  Easter 
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recess.  The  merit  of  these  productions,  both  in  composition  and  de- 
liA’er\',  will  be  counted  in  making  up  the  standing  in  scholarship  for 
the  3'ear. 

A third  Oration  or  Essa^-  will  be  required  of  each  one  graduating, 
but  onl\’  those  who  receive  appointments  on  the  Commencement  pro- 
gramme will  be  expected  to  deliver  them.  All  others  will  be  required 
merelj'  to  submit  their  production  in  competition  for  snch  appoint- 
ment. This  series  is  to  be  completed  before  Maj-  loth,  1^93. 

The  Commencement  Programme  consists  of  ten  speakers,  eight  of 
whom  are  chosen  b\-  scholarship  for  the  entire  course,  and  two  bv’  the 
merit  of  the  third  Oration  or  Essa}-.  Xo  student  will  receive  ap- 
pointment b\’  ‘‘scholarship”  who  has  been  a member  of  the  school 
for  the  last  vear  onlv  of  the  course.

Disciiilinu. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  especially  interested  here.  “ Will  my 
son — my  daughter — receive  watch-care,  and,  if  necessary,  restraint, 
as  they  do  at  home?"  The  standard  of  discipline  may  be  briefly 
characterized  : it  is  kind,  reasonable,  firm.  Especial  care  is  taken  in 
regard  to  the  mingling  of  the  sexes.  There  is  no  desire  to  keep  ladies 
and  gentlemen  entirel}'  apart,  but  at  the  sociables,  excursions,  enter- 
tainments, which  occasionally  var}-  the  monotonj'  of  school  life,  at 
least  one  teacher  is  always  jiresent  ; not  because  there  are  no  3'oung 
jieople  that  can  be  trusted,  but  simply-  that  we  ma^'  be  able  to  answer 
of  our  own  knowledge  for  the  good  conduct  of  the  students  under  our 
charge.  All  are  made  to  feel  that  it  is  for  them  that  we  are  thus  care- 
ful : and  none  witness  more  cheerfully-  than  the  pupils  themselves 
that  Pediue  Institute  is  a home-like  place. 

IlygiPiUE 

It  is  a poor  school  that  crams  the  mind  and  neglects  the  body. 
Health  is  priceless. 

Classes  in  Physical  Culture  are  organized  and  drilled  according  to 
the  Emerson  system. 

This  drill  is  greatly  conducive  to  health  and  exceedingly  valuable 
in  the  work  of  the  school. 

A room  40x63  feet  is  set  apart  for  a gyunnasium.  It  contains  a 
liberal  supply  of  the  usual  apparatus,  with  space  for  classes  in  phys- 
ical culture,  and  in-door  base-ball  practice.  This,  together  with  five 
sujjerb  Lawn  Tennis  Courts,  a large  campus,  a Base-ball  Field,  and  a 
general  enthusiasm  for  athletic  sports,  provides  sufficient  means  and 
stimulus  for  healthful  exercise.  Bath-rooms  supplied  with  hot  and 
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cold  water  add  completeness  to  the  comfortable  appointments  of  our 
“school  home.’’  It  is  expected  that  a new  gymnasium  will  be  erec- 
ted soon  and  the  Peddle  drove  will  furnish  enlarged  accommoda- 
tions for  athletic  sports.  As  a general  rule  young  people  have  better 
health  in  Peddie  Institute  than  at  their  own  homes. 

d^Ip?  A'uw  Lnniistruut  Bnililinri. 

This  fine  building,  now  complete  and  in  use,  is  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Jonathan  Longstreet  (deceased)  and  his  sister,  Mary  A.  Longstreet,  of 
Holmdel,  X.  J,  The  entire  cost,  including  the  observatory-  and  re- 
volving dome,  was  S13.000,  and  the  result  is  a splendid  structure,  au 
ornament  to  the  campus  and  a most  valuable  addition  to  the  equip- 
ment of  the  school. 

The  entire  first  story  is  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  library,  the  main 
room  being  fifty  feet  long,  thirty-three  feet  wide  and  fourteen  feet 
high.  The  space  intended  for  books  has  a capacity  for  20,000  volumes, 
and  cases  have  already  been  erected  for  five  thousand.  The  reading 
and  consultation  room  is  large,  well  lighted  and  supplied  with  the 
best  magazines  and  periodicals,  and  all  appliances  both  for  conven- 
ience and  utility  have  been  provided. 

The  second  story  is  used  entirely  for  the  Scientific  department,  con- 
taining class-room,  laboratories,  museum,  etc.,  which  are  described 
in  detail  elsewhere.  The  furniture  complete  for  this  department,  in- 
cluding the  best  modern  dictation  seats  for  the  class-room,  and  all 
shelving,  laboratory  desks,  cases,  etc.,  were  provided  through  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Beats,  of  the  class  of  '91. 

Tliu  Lifircii-y. 

Many  of  the  books  were  procured  through  gifts  from  IMr,  William 
Bucknell,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Mr.  Jonathan  Longstreet  and  his  sister, 
of  Holmdel.  .Llso  large  and  valuable  additions  have  been  made  by 
the  bequests  of  H.  F.  Smith,  I).  D.,  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Carpenter.  The 
total  number  is  now  over  4,000  volumes,  comprising  a most  e.xcel- 
lent  and  well-selected  list  of  books  for  practical  use.  \’aluable  ad- 
ditions have  been  made  this  year  through  gifts  from  IMiss  Mary 
Longstreet,  Hon.  Joseph  Buchanan,  and  others.  Especially  worthy 
of  mention  are  the  collections  of  History,  Biography,  Description 
and  Travel,  Periodical  and  General  Literature.  A fund  is  provided 
for  further  growth. 

The  Card  Catalogue  and  complete  alphabetical  Subject  Index  of  the 
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library,  made  under  the  direction  of  skilled  librarians,  who  classified 
the  books  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  S^astem,  has  more  than 
proved  its  great  practical  value.  Such  a system,  in  comparison  with 
the  usual  " no-classification  ” of  small  libraries,  is  no  longer  a doubt- 
ful experiment. 

It  is  but  just  to  say  that  Peduie  Institute  now  occupies  a posi- 
tion in  this  resjiect  excelled  by  few,  if  any,  academies  in  the  land, 
and  the  fullest  opportunit}-  will  be  given  to  all  students  to  use  the 
books  freely  and  to  gain  the  greatest  benefit  possible  from  these 
exceptional  ojiportunities. 

One  of  the  unique  features  of  the  new  building  is  the  room  set 
apart  for  the  museum.  Already  a large  amount  of  valuable  material 
has  been  placed  there,  most  important  of  which  is

of  minerals  which  comprises  about  four-fifths  of  the  species  enumer- 
ated in  Dana's  lilanual  of  Mineralogy.  INIany  of  these  specimens  are 
rare  and  costly  and  all  are  carefully  classified.  Thej-  were  collected 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  Free,  who,  having 
lost  his  health,  became  an  enthusiast  and  a specialist  in  this  pursuit. 
There  are  about  3,000  specimens,  valued  at  not  less  than  $2,500,  and 
this  splendid  collection  was  not  only  given  outright  to  the  Institute, 
by  Mr.  Free,  but  he  came  in  person  and  spent  two  weeks  in  supervis- 
ing the  classification. 

Df  large  and  growing  importance  also  is  the 
,1  ip’  I|  ;i  u n I n It  i c a 1 € n H p c t i n 1 1 . 

which  was  started,  and  is  being  continually  increased,  by  Mr.  II.  E. 
Deats,  of  the  class  of  ’91.  It  alread}'  contains  Indian  relics,  stone 
hammers,  arrow  heads,  etc.,  mainly  from  New  Jerse}’,  and  a large 
number  of  finely  mounted  prehistoric  implements  in  stone  and  bone, 
from  France,  Denmark,  and  the  Lake  Dwellings  of  Switzerland,  which 
were  formerly  in  the  famous  collection  of  Eugene  Boban,  of  Paris. 
And  now  the  same  generous  friend  has  recently  provided  a handsome 
oak  case  containing  seventy-two  drawers,  in  which  will  soon  be  placed 
his  large  and  valuable  collection  of  Indian  relics,  minerals  and  archae- 
ological specimens.  This  gift  is  a most  important  addition  to  the 
equipment  of  the  school.  \"aluable  additions  have  been  made  to  this 
collection  this  year  b\-  Mr.  Deats. 
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has  also  been  well  started  through  the  generosity  of  Prof.  A.  H.  Cole, 
of  Colgate  University,  and  Mr.  C.  iM.  Norton,  of  Hightstown.  Pro- 
fessor Cole,  while  in  charge  of  the  Science  department,  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Institute  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  carefnllv 
classified  specimens,  and  l\Ir.  C.  M.  Norton  has  presented  over  two 
hundred  more.  It  is  hoped  that  this  collection  will  grow  until  it  is 
fairly  representative  of  the  entire  flora  of  New  Jerse}’. 

Professor  Gayman,  and  members  of  his  class  in  Botany  have  added 
several  specimens  to  the  Herbarium  this  j-ear. 

George  E.  Titus,  IM.  D.,  of  Plightstown,  has  given  a valuable  as- 
sortment of  microscopic  slides  to  illustrate  Physiolog}-  and  Anatonu'. 
These  are  used  in  the  solar  microscope  with  the  Porte-lumiere.  adding 
greatly  to  the  efficienc}’  of  class-room  work. 

INIr.  Wilson  B.  Parker,  of  Somerville,  N.  J.,  a former  student,  has 
presented  a number  of  fossils  and  petrifactions  ; and  many  others  have 
shown  their  substantial  interest  by  numerous  contributions  to  the 
Museum. 

The  Misses  Emma  and  Alice  Whiteside,  Palatka,  Fla.,  have  given 
two  fine  specimens  of  Florida  birds — the.  white  curlew — which  are 
nicely  mounted  and  make  a good  beginning  for  a collection  of  North 
American  birds. 


Snciftips. 

Two  literary  societies  for  gentlemen.  Alpha  Phi  and  l\Iu  .-\lpha, 
and  two  for  ladies,  Kalomathia,  and  Erosophia  hold  regular  meetings 
on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  A variety  of  useful  literary"  work 
makes  up  their  programs;  while  research  in  the  library  and  current 
literature  is  greatly  stimulated  b}'  the  preparation  of  debates,  orations 
and  essaA's.  A pleasant  rivalry  in  their  public  exercises  renders  them 
all  desirous  of  still  better  work. 

The  Christian  Associations  are  organized  as  branches  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  TheA'  are  verv  important  factors  in 
the  religious  Avork  of  the  school.  TheA’  hold  meetings  in  their  respec- 
tive halls  on  Saturday  eA-euings,  and  a union  missionary  meeting 
monthh'  in  the  chapel. 

The  young  men  have  a special  room  fitted  up  for  this  purpose,  and 
the  A'oung  ladies  use  the  Kalomathia  hall,  which  was  refitted 
last  year.

Peddie  Institute  is  not  a military  school,  but  sustains  with  marked 
success  a voluntary  Cadet  Corps,  having  arms  from  the  State  secured 
through  the  influence  of  ex-vSenator  F.  vS.  Fish,  on  the  bond  of  Mr.  S. 
vS.  Sargeant,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  advantages  of  m litar_\-  drill  for  3’oung  men  are  man\' ; yet, 
nnder  the  regulations  of  militarv  academies,  so-called,  it  speedily 
becomes  irksome.  Experience  thus  far  shows  that  the  ) ouug  men 
enter  into  the  work  with  enthusisam,  and,  as  not  more  than  two  drills 
a week  are  required,  abundant  time  is  left  for  athletics  of  various 
kinds,  and  the  vigorous  tone  of  a joyous  school-lite  is  preserved. 
Parents  who  wish  their  sons  to  have  the  benefit  of  this  training  will 
jflease  take  into  account  the  militar}’  suit  required.  It  can  be  obtain- 
ed for  something  less  than  twenty-  dollars  after  the  student  enters 
School.

Every  student  should  be  provided  with  trunk,  three  sheets,  and 
two  pairs  of  pillow-cases,  si.x  towels,  si.x  napkins,  fork  and  /zco  tea- 
spoons. brushes,  umbrella,  slippers,  waste-basket,  lamj)  (but  not  oil), 
and  Bible,  all  to  be  plahily  marked  with  the  ozoier's  iiaine.  Every 
article  of  clothing  should  akso  be  jilainly  marked.  A light  blanket, 
or  bed  quilt,  for  the  bed,  as  a protection  against  sudden  changes  of 
the  weather,  would  save  exposure  to  cold. 

X.  B. — The  rooms  are  not  carpeted.  From  fifteen  to  twenty  yards 
are  required,  according  to  the  room  selected.  Many  e.xcellent  stu- 
dents, for  reasons  of  0001101113-,  disjiense  with  carpeting.

All  students  should  be  jiresent  on  the  opening  day  of  the  term.  New 
students,  if  it  takes  the  most  of  a da\-  to  come,  should  leave  home  the 
dav  before  the  term  ojiens. 

Kxaminations,  chiefly  written,  will  be  set  for  all  who  wish  to  enter 
the  school.  .Students  will  be  classed  according  to  the  results  of  these 
examinations.  They  are  always  gladh'  welcomed  to  the  advanced 
classes,  if  they  jirove  themselves  able  to  do  the  work.  Students  of  the 
preceding  _\'ear  are  re-admitted  without  examination  in  all  subjects  in 
which  the_\'  ha^■e  maiutaiued  the  required  standing. 

Absence  from  school  e^•en  for  a day  should  be  avoided  if  possible. 
Only  ill-health  should  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  orderU' and 
stead_\’  ju'ogress  of  the  studies  in  hand. 

lvver_\-  student  that  maintains  through  the  quarter  au  average  of 
nine  or  more  on  a scale  of  ten  will  be  excused  from  the  regular  quar- 
terly examinations,  except  at  the  end  of  the  j-ear  and  at  the  comple- 
tion of  a study.  Written  recitations  are  held  bi-weekl}-  in  most  sub- 
jects, constituting  a regular  and  thorough  review. 

'I'he  daily  recitations  and  written  reviews  count  in  the  ratio  of  three 
to  one  to  the  final  examination,  so  that  no  “cramming”  for  examina- 
tions can  take  the  place  of  good  dail_\’  work  through  the  term. 

Students  are  exjjected  to  maintain  a standing  of  from  seve/ity-Jii’e  to 
ninety- five  per  cent,  in  all  studies : the  above  e.xplicit  conditions  are 
stated  so  that  none  need  misunderstand  or  complain  if  required  to  do 
the  work  again  and  do  it  better.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  the  minimum 
grade  im  passing  or  continuing  in  an}'  subject. 

A Ifnrtl  tn  Parunts  anil  tfripiuls. 

Patrons  for  the  current  }-ear  and  graduates  of  the  Institute  are  cor- 
diall}'  invited  to  visit  the  school  at  any  time  and  especially  at  Com- 
mencement season.  On  Conimencemcnt  Day,  these  and  all  other 
friends  of  the  school  from  out  of  town  will  be  welcome  to  dinner  at  the 
Institute.  I'urther  than  this,  entertainment  will  be  provided  to  visit- 
ors, uj)  tn  the  limit  of  our  accommodation,  vX  oi  twenty-five 

e.'nls  per  meat , lodging  included. 

The  health  of  young  people  is  oi  first  importance.  It  is  earnestly 
re.jiiested  that  friends  send  no  boxes  of  food  to  students,  except  at 
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holiday's,  as  Thanksgiving  or  Christmas.  Fruit  is  not  objectionable  ; 
other  provisions — cake,  pastry,  etc. — lead  to  irregular  habits  of  eating, 
and  often  to  serious  hann. 

Parents  are  requested  not  to  ask  that  their  daughters  may  be 
excused  from  the  building  to  stay  with  acquaintances  over  night. 
We  can  be  responsible  for  them  only  while  the\-  are  with  us. 

So  far  as  possible,  parents  should  avoid  taking  pupils  awa}'  from 
their  work  even  for  a day.  Absence  means  loss  to  the  pupil  and  extra 
work  for  the  teachers.  In  ever}-  case  the  Principal  or  the  Preceptress 
should  be  consulted  before  permission  is  given  for  a pupil  to  be  absent. 
It  is  especially  imjjortant  that  this  suggestion  should  be  observed 
during  the  closing  weeks  of  the  r ear. 

Term  reports  of  standing  and  deportment  will  be  sent  to  parents. 
Special  information  can  be  obtained  at  an\-  time  b\-  correspondence. 

Connected  with  the  school  are  religious  and  literar}-  societies, 
athletic  clubs  and  social  entertainments,  which  are  conducted  by  the 
students  u’.ider  the  judicious  oversight  of  the  teachers,  so  as  to  be 
highly  conducive  to  literar}-,  social,  ph}-sical  and  moral  develo])ment. 
Parents  may  be  assured  that  the  small  sums  of  nionev  needed  by 
pupils  to  contribute  toward  the  support  of  these  organizations  are  by 
no  means  wasteful  expenditures,  but  rather  are  economical  outlays 
for  real  benefit  in  return. 

fij^Money  will  be  taken  on  deposit  and  given  to  pupils  at  the 
direction  of  parents,  but  cash  will  not  be  advanced  to  be  charged  on 
the  bill. 

The  Institute  will  not  be  responsible  for  loss  of  money  or  other 
valuables  belonging  to  students  unless  such  things  are  placed  with  us 
fur  safe  keeping.

Peddie  Institute  is  in  the  village  of  Hightstown.  New  Jerse}-.  It  is 
about  five  minutes'  walk  from  the  depot  of  the  Camden  and  Ambo}- 
Railroad,  which  leads  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia.  It  is  about 
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one  and  one-half  lionr’s  ride  from  each  of  these  two  cities.  It  is  forty 
inimites’  ride  from  Trenton,  flightstown  is  an  enterjirising  village 
of  about  1,700  inhabitants,  and  is  in  the  midst  of  an  e.xtensive  farming 
country.  The  Institute  campus  includes  eight  acres  of  ground.  In 
the  rear  of  the  campus  is  a sheet  of  water  giving  fine  facilities  for 
boating  and  skating.  The  location  is  attractive  and  liealthful. 

Purltliu  Institiiti' 

is  a Christian  scliool.  Christian  character  is  a prime  requirement  in 
those  that  teach.  However  excellent  in  other  respects,  a teacher 
would  not  be  long  retained  who  educates  the  pupils  away  from  “the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.” 

Classes  in  Bible  study  are  held  ever}'  Sunday  morning,  conducted 
by  the  teachers.

Scarcely  a 3'ear 
passes  that  some  of  the  students  do  not  find  the  vSaviour  through 
these  instrumentalities,  lilany  began  the  new  life  during  the  past 
year.  We  hope  that  richer  blessings  still  are  in  store  for  us.  ‘ ‘Except 
the  Tord  build  the  house,  the\-  labor  in  vain  that  build  it ; except  the 
Lord  keep  the  city,  the  watchman  waketh  but  in  vain.”

By  subscriptions  and  bequests,  over  §70,000  in  productive  funds  are 
now  invested  and  bearing  interest 

(.)f  this  goodly  sum,  Hon.  Thomas  B.  Peddie,  of  Newark,  gave 
§50,000.  To  the  end  of  an  honored  life,  he  was  the  steadfast  friend  of 
Peddie  Institute,  aud,  by  his  death,  a large  place  in  Christian  benefi- 
cence is  left  sadly  vacant. 

Mr.  Jonathan  Longstreet,  of  Holmdel,  bequeathed  §9,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  besides  his  gift  of  the  new  building  ; and  others, 
living  and  dead,  have  also  done  generously  for  the  school.

All  investments  are  made  by  the  Finance 
Committee  after  careful  investigation  and  personal  examination. 

The  Title  papers.  Policies  of  Insurance,  Bonds,  Mortgages,  and  all 
other  securities  belonging  to  the  Institute  are  kept  in  the  vault  of  the 
Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  of  Newark,  and  access  to  them,  b\' 
resolution  of  the  Board,  is  to  be  had  only  by  the  President  and  Treas- 
urer when  accompanied  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

All  persons  handling  any  of  the  moneys  or  funds  of  the  school  are 
under  ample  bond. 

These  explicit  statements  are  made  that  those  who  have  alreadj- 
subscribed  to  the  Endowment,  and  all  others  who,  in  the  future,  ma}- 
wish  to  entrust  mone}'  to  the  Institute,  may  be  assured  of  the  wise 
and  careful  handling  of  all  such  funds.
